duction of  cash  crops  to  be  sold  in  the  markets 
of  the  world, 

"Safe  farming  presumes  an  income  for  the 
farmer  not  from  one  crop  hut  dependent  upon 
a  number  of  -veil  chosen  products  of  the  farm, 
livestock  as  well  as  crops,  making  a  better 
balanced  agriculture,  a  safer  system,   and  a 
better  rural  life.     I  sn  firmly  convinced 
that  the  formers  of  the  South  ought  to  change 
as  they  have  changed  in  ti  e  p  .st  few  years 
until  they  reach  a  substantial  basis  which  I 
have  endeavored  to  describe  as  Safe  Farming. »
